Interesting Discoveries in the Palace 

of a Roman Emperor 
Prof. Boni’s explorations of the

to the areas of the atrium, or roofed 
court, with® its prolongation, or tab- 
linijum, and to the triclinium, or din- 
ing hall.

low marble pillars have been found, 
and these are evidently intended for 
small bronze statues and figures of 
birds and animals, which serve as 
ornaments to the fountain.

A small man, tanned and bronzed to a clear light mahogany, squarely 
built, with broad shoulders, keen blue eyes, heavy straight eyebrows, a thick 
dark mustache and square resolute jaw, dressed in clothes that shout defi- 
ance to fashion plates—this is Rudyard Kipling. Alive, alert, aggressive and 
| intense, quick in movement, a bit cynical and quizzical, he at first suggests 
one thoroughly self-satisfied; one who is his own court of appea!s. 

At Bombay, the most cosmopolitan city of Asia, Kipling was born in 
Christmas week of 1865. His father was an Englishman, a professor of archi- 
tectural sculpture in a Bombay college, and when Rudyard was six he was 
j shipped back to England to be educated. At thirteen he entered the United 
| Service College at Westward Ho, under the direction of old Indian officers.

Berlin Had Reference to Desire of Both Parties to

London, Eng.—The opening. of the 
Parliamentary session which is to deal 
with Home Rule, Welsh disestablish- 
ment and electoral reform, was mark- 
ed by a statement of Premier Asquith 
that the visit of Viscount Haldane, 
secretary of war, to Berlin was made 
at the invitation of Germany, and 
that the conversations between the 


British war minister and the German | 


authorities had reference to a desire 
on the part of both parties that the 
existing tension should be relieved. 

Interest in this statement complete- 
ly overshadowed the government’s 
huge legislative programme. 7 

Since Secretary Haldane’s visit to 
Berlin the British people have heen 
prepared for the announcemen: that 
It had to do with Anglo-German rela- 
tons, but they hardly hoped that the 
conversations had proceeded as_ far 
as the’ prime minister's guarded 
speech shows. 

His hopeful words, that he believed 
that the convergeations may have more 
than negative results have caused 4 
sensation here.

NEW CHINESE REPUBLIC 


German Imperial Premier Writes Dr. 
Sun Offering Co-Operation 


Nanking, China.—President Sun Yat 
Sen has received a long telegram from 
Yuan Shi Kai couched in most friend- 
ly terms, acknowledging and honoring 
the new Republic, the president and 
ministers of the Nanking government. 

He relinquishes China into their 
hands, greeting them as brothers, ex- 
pressing the hope that the future of 
the country will be prosperous and 
offering his co-operation. 

There is every reason to believe that 


Nanking will be the capital of the 
Republic. — 

Tang Sha Yi said recently: 

“The edict is perfectly clear and 


satisfactory and the abdiction of the 
throne is absolute. I am now a plain 
citizen of China and have no connec- 
tion with politics.” 

The proposed Republican constitu- 
tion consists of seventy articles. It 
follows the French model. The presi- 
dent and vice-president will be elected 
by congress, which will also name the 
premier, the latter selecting his cab- 
inet subject to the approval of the 
congress. 

It will establish religious freedom 
and provide for conscription. 

The text of the Imperial edict is- 
sued by the throne is as follows: 

“We, the Emperor of China. have 
respectfully received the following 
edict from the hands of Her Majesty, 
the Dowager Empress: 

“In consequence of the uprising of 


_the Republican army to which the 


people of the provinces of China have 
responded, the Empire is seething like 
a boiling cauldron and the people are 
plunged in misery. 

“Yuan Shi Kai was therefore com- 
manded to despatch commissioners in 
order to confer with the Republicans 
with a view to calling of a national 
assembly to decide the future form 
of government. 

“Months have elapsed and no set- 
tlement is now evident. The majority 
of the people are in favor of a Repub- 
lic. From the presence of the peoples’ 
hearts the will of Heaven is discern- 
ible. How could we oppose the desire 
of millions for the glory of one family? 

“Therefore, we, the Dowager Em- 
press and the Emperor hereby vest 
the sovereignty of the Chinese Empire 
in the people. 

“Let Yuan Shi Kai organize to the 
full the powers of the provisional 
Republican government and _ confer 
with the Republicans as to the meth- 
ods of assuring of peace in the Em- 
pire and in forming a great Republic 
with the union of Manchus, Chinese, 
Mohammedans and Thibetans. 

“We, the Fmpress Dowager and the 
Emperor, will thus be enabled to live 
in retirement from the responsibilities 
and cares and enjoying without inter- 
ruption the nation’s courteous treat- 
ment.”

CADET TRAINING 


Companies Will be Formed at Schools 
—Winnipeg’s Offer 


Ottawa, Ont.—Col. Sam Hughes has 
worked out many of the detals for 
this summer’s cadet training. The 
lads are to be given six days in camp 
under conditions carefully designed 
to safeguard their physical and moral 
well-being. 

The basis of organization will be the 
school. Lads from a group of schools 
in a township or town will be formed 
into a company, and the companies 
will be combined as county regiments. 

The camps will be regimental ones. 
The boys will be trained in their own 
counties, in carefully selected sites. 
An example of the progress made is 
furnished by Petrolea, which has of- 
fered two excellent camp areas, the 
matter of drinking water being es- 
pecially guarded. Winnipeg has of- 
fered a sit2, though the matter of 
water supply has not been arranged. 

The militia department is inviting 
help in managing the camps from 
male teachers, school inspectors, 
clergymen and miltia officers. School 
inspectors and teachers will be asked 
to furnish names of suitable persons 
for instructors. 

The cadets and instructors, clergy- 
men, etc., accompanying them will be 
transported, clothed and fed free. No 
pay, however, will be given.

A feature of the training will be 
rifle practice with miniature rifles. 


SALE OF PATENT MEDICINES 


Minister of Inland Revenue Will En- 
force Law Regarding Registra- 
tion More Strictly 


Ottawa, Ont.—Hon, Brunel Nantel, 
minister of inland revenue, decided 
to introduce a very important amend- 
ment to the pure fods act this session. 
Amendments will be particularly dir- 
ected towards the sale of patent med- 
icines, 

At present the Canadian law is not 
nearly as stringent as the American. 
As a result many patent medicines 
which are now debarred in the Unit- 
ed States are being widely advertised 
and sold in Canada, It is understood 
the registry of preparations will be 
more strictly enforced. At present a 
dollar is supposed to be paid the de- 
partment for every preparation reg- 
istered,

RESTRICTIONS ON CAN, TIMBER 


U. S. Government Advises Imposition 
of Tariff Duty on Pulp and 
Print Paper 


Washington.—The American gov- 
ernment has learned of more crown 
forest lands in Canada upon which 
restrictions are placed as to the man- 
ufacture of their timber, thereby de- 
priving the wood pulp and print pa- 
per from these woods of free entry in- 
to the United States, 

The lands are located in the prov- 
inces of. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, within twenty miles on either 
side of the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and in a tract of 3,- 
500,000 acres in the Peace River dis- 
trict in British Columbia. Licenses on 
the land provide that all timber cut 
from them must be manufactured in 
Canada. 

The treasury advised the collectors 
of customs, and the state department 
advised consular officials that this 
was restriction which warranted the 
imposition of the tariff duty on the 
wood pulp and print paper made from 
these woods.

SIR EDWARD GREY HONORED 


British Foreign Minister is Created 
‘Knight of the Garter 


London, Eng.—The King has creat- 
ed Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of | 
State for foreign affairs, as Knight of 
the Garter. 

This distinction is limited to mem- 
bers of Royal families and a few of 
the highest among nobility. 

It has been conferred upon Sir Ed- 
ward Grey undoubtedly at the Pre- 
mier’s suggestion and is construed as 
the government's answer to the at- 
tacks, particularly on the part of Lib- 
erals, on Sir Edward Grey's foreign 
policy. 

The “Daily Graphic” suggests that | 
Mr. Asquith is about ‘to resign the 
Premiership and that he will be suc- 
ceeded by Sir Edward Grey. 

It further suggests that Secretary 
Haldane’s mission to Berlin was to 
explain that, although Sir Edward 
Grey has been credited with an ‘anti- 
German policy, his accession to the 
premiership would not interfere with 
Great Britain’s desire for an entente 
with Germany. 

As evidence confirming its idea, the 
Daily Graphic points out that Premier 
Asquith’s private secretary, Vaughan 
Nash, has recently been appointed to 
another position under the Govern- 
ment and that no successor has been 
nominated, making it difficult, adds 
the Graphic, to avoid the conclusion 
that Mr. Asquith no longer requires 
a secretary. 

The Times says: 

“The foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who has been'maae a Knight of 
the Garter, is the only commoner to 
receive such an honor since Horace 
Walpole. The order, excluding for- 
eign sovereigns and princes of the 
blood Royal, consists of the sovereigns 
and twenty-five knights. Sir Edward 
takes the place left vacant in the order 
through the untimely death of the 
Duke of Fife. 

“The only two other precedents of 
a commoner receiving the order are 
the cases of Mdward Montague, who 
was made a Knight of the Garter be- 
fore he was created Earl of Sandwich 
in 1660, and of Sir George Villiers, af- 
terwards Duke of Buckingham, who 
was created a Knight of the Garter 
in 1616, 

“The King’s gift to Sir Edward 
Grey is interpreted as a’ signal testi- 
monial of His Majesty's confidence 
in the foreign secretary and obtains 
particular significance in view of Lord 
Haldane’s visit to Germany. 

“The war secretary is now back in 
England and gave a report of his trip 
at a cabinet council recently held. No 
official information as to the nature 
of his mission is as yet forthcoming, 
but it is expected that reference will 
be made to it in the speech from the 
throne at the opening of Parliament 
or that a statement will be made from 
the treasury bench in the course of 
the debate on the address in reply to 
the King’s address.’ 


MAKING BIG EXHIBIT 


United States to Spend $10,000 at Dry 
Farming Congress 

Calgary, Alta—F. W. Mondell, 
Washington congressman, in the in- 
terests of the international dry farm- 
ing congress to be held at Lethbridge, 
October 21 to 26 next, has passed a 
bill through the committees of agri- 
culture and appropriations approved 
by President Taft and Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson for $10,000 as a 
grant from the United States Govern- 
ment toward an exhibit at the Leth- 
bridge dry farming congress. The ex- 
hibit will be collected from 33 federal 
experimnetal stations under the dir- 
ection of the department of agricul- 
ture, and will probably require a spec- 
ial building to be erected in which to 
exhibit it,

Gives Order for $7,000 Fishing Lodge 
For Duke of Connaught

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VIII—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR FEB, 25, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. iv, 1-11, 
Mark i, 9-11—Memory Verses, Matt. 
Iv, 3, 4—Goldéen Text, Heb. ii, 18. 
Commentary Prepared by Rev. D. 
M. Stearns. 


The record of the baptism is found 
in Matthew, Mark and Luxe, but most 
fully in Matthew, in Luke iii, 23, we 
read tbat Jesus began to be about 
thirty ycars of age, and we cannot but 
wonder at the lowly and suomissive 
life of all those thirty years at Nazar: 
eth. How can we ever murmur at 
limitations and humiliations in our 
lives as we think of this life lived for 
us? He came from Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up (Luke iv, 16), 
and after His return to heaven He 
called liimself “Jesus of Nazareth” 
(Acts xli, 8), yet Nathanael said, “Can 
there any good come out of Nazar- 
eth?” after acknowledging that out 
of Nazareth came “the Son of God, 
the King of Israel” (John i, 46, 49). 
He came to Jordan, river of judgment, 
yet there was nothing in Him to be 
judged. Others were baptized of John, 
confessing their sins, but He had no 
sins to confess. We do not wonder 
that John said to Him, “I have need 
to baptize of Thee, and comest Thou 
to me?” But our Lord’s “Suffer it 
to be so now” has helped many a 
humble follower to submit to seeming- 
ly unnecessary things that the right- 
eousness of God might be seen in them 
and others won to Him. This and 
that other saying, ‘About My Father’s 
business,” His two first recorded ut- 
terances, are good for all of us in 
our daily life. As he came up out of 
the water something happened from 
the skies—the heavens were opened, 
and the Father testified, “Thou art 
My beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” At the same time the Spirit 
of God descended in bodily shape like 
a dove upon Him. The Father had 
told John that it would be so, and 
John bare record that He was the 
Son of God (John i, 33, 34). The one 
who sept John also testified that the 
one on whom the Spirit would des- 
cend and remain would Himself bap- 
tize with the Holy Spirit. Then what 
hinders ug thus to be baptized? Luke 
tells us that Jesus was praying when 
the heavens were opened. He seems 
to have prayed always and about ev- 
erything aud sometimes all night. He 
fasted tov. Is that where we fail? 
Consider the other six places where 
we read of the heavens being opened 
and always see Himself. Consider 
well every place where, as here, the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit are seen 
or mentioned, as in Matt, xxviii, 19; 
Il Cor. xiii, 14; Heb. ix, 14. See John 
xiv, 17, 28, how the Spirit and the 
Father and the Son make the bodies 
of believers their abode or mansion 
and to their “Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” Let us gladly 
answer, “Here am I; send me,” re- 
membering His words, “As My Father 
hath sent Me, even so send I you” 
(sa. vi, 8; John xx, 21). 

When Spirit filled we may then ex- 
pect to be specially attacked by the 
devil. As our representative He was 
led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil. Both Mark 
and Luke say that He was forty days 
tempted of the devil. Matthew and 
Luke say that He fasted forty days 
and forty nights; that He did eat 
nothing. This did Moses on two oc- 
casions and Elijah once, and these 
three we find on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, and we hear them speak of 
the devil’s most awful piece of work, 
the death of Jesus. He is the fearful 
adversary of God and man and has 
been at work ag such ever since he 
deceived and conquered Adam and 
Eve. and he will not cease until he 
shall be shut up in the pit for 1,000 
years. As the devil tempted Eve on 
the line of the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes and the pride of life 
(i John if, 16) and won the day, so he 
tempted the Lord Jesus but was der 
feated. Eve had everything that the 
Lord saw that she needed, yet she ate 
the forbidden fruit, The Lord Jesus, 
having fasted forty days and being 
hungry, yet overcame by the words, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word of God” (Luke iv, 
4). The devil’s ambition to be as 
God conquered Eve (Isa, xiv, 14; Gen, 
iii, 5), but the Lord, Jesus conquered 
by the words, “Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.” Adam and Eve 
had been given dominion over all 
things (Gen, i, 26-28), but they lost it 
by giving heed to this great enemy, 
and he has ever since been the god of 
this world (IL Cor. iv, 4). The Lord 
Jesus, the last Adam, knew that some 


day He would restore the dominion to 
man, and the kingdoms of the world 
will be His kingdom (Rev. xi. 15). So 
He could say to the great adversary, 
“Get thee hence, Satan.” It is writ- 
ten, “Thou shalt worship the Tard 
thy God and Him only shalt thou 
serve.” We read in Luke that “when 
the devil had ended all the temptation 
he departed from Him for a season,” 
and Matthew and Mark tell us that 
“angels came and ministered unto 
Him.” We must remember that the 
same great adversary is still going 
about seeking whom he may devour, 
But with the armor provided for us 
and by the sword and the blood of 


the Lamb we, too, may be overcomers, 
seeking nothing for ourselves. walk- 
ing humbly with our God and worthy 
of the kingdom and glory to which 
we are called (Eph. vi; Rev. xii, 11). 
If we resist the devil he will flee from 
us, for God is with us,
